3. Hazard Identification 

3. 1 Emergency Overview: Ink component is a light black liquid that may cause irritation. Avoid contact with eyes or

Keep out of reach of children and do not drink ink. Do not store the cartridge in high or freezing temperatures. Keep 
cartridge out of direct sunlight. Do not dismantle cartridge. Do not store cartridges with oxidizing agents or 
explosives. Make sure cartridge is dry before insertion into printer housing.
